Report of the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health, in presenting its second Annual 
Report, must of necessity present a series of facts and 
observations similar to those embodied in its first paper. 
Believing, however, that the subjects herein contained are of 
vital interest, we consider no apology necessary for again 
presenting them to the notice of the people of Milford. 


The same method employed for abatement of nuisances 
during the first year’s work, has been continued during the 
second, and the same readiness to comply with the published 
regulations was, in the main, observed. 


A list of the complaints entered, the character of the 
nuisance complained of, as well as the result attending the 
efforts for abatement, has been kept throughout the year. 
This list shows that the number of nuisances which have 
occurred, though large, was smaller than during the 
preceding year. 


This result evidences greater care, and a better appreci- 
ation of the unwholesome results which follow neglect of 
proper sanitary precautions, and is both creditable to our 
citizens and an encouragement to the Board. 


Considerable work has been done in the way of furnish- 
ing instruction as to the best means of disposing of waste 
and unclean substances; the proper construction and trap- 
ping of the privy vaults being a good example. 

The Tannery Sewer, estimates for the construction of 
which, together with plan of the same, were presented last 
year, was constructed and is doing its work efficiently and 
satisfactorily.

Encouraging, however, as have been the results of its 
work so far, and while using every effort to make the sanitary 
condition of our town still better, the members of the Board 
are frequently at a loss to solve satisfactorily some of the 
problems presented to them. It is easy to request A, B 
and C to remove this or that nuisance, but when, in response 
to such a request, the question is asked, ‘‘What shall I do 
with this offensive matter?” the difficulty is not so easily 
solved. ‘This brings us then to the matter which was urged 
upon the attention of our citizens one year ago. It may be 
remembered that in our report we asked that the matter of 
the construction of suitable sewers be seriously considered, 
It is in nearly all cases difficult, andin many cases absolutely 
impossible, to thoroughly correct a nuisance, unless the only 
proper and efficient means for its ‘disposal—a sewer—be in 
the vicinity. 

Our natural means for drainage, situated as we are in a 
river baisin and by bodies of stagnant water, are practically 
valueless, and the soil during each successive year is becom- 
ing more completely filled with the outpourings of water ° 
closets, sink-drains, and the products of decomposition and 
decay. Many of our wells are no longer deposits of pure, | 
healthful water, and what is already bad will become steadily 
worse the longer the construction of sewers is neglected. 


As has been before stated, the healthfulness of our town 
depends largely upon (1) an abundant supply of pure 
water, and (2) its prompt removal after it has served its 
purpose and use, together with the waste and filth of which 
it will have become the carrier and solvent. 


The voters of Milford will be asked at our March meet- 
ing whether a supply of pure water shall be furnished for 
drinking and other purposes, a matter of great and increas- 
ing importance on account of the doubtful condition of many 
of our wells, already referred to. We feel that it is equally 
important that a means be furnished for its subsequent re- 
moval. Much could be added in the form of argument and

statistics to prove the need for early and decided action upon 
this question of sewers. But it is hoped that enough has 
been said already to elicit a favorable decision upon any 
measure calculated to further this important work.
